The 20th annual exhibition of the Marshfield 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society was held 
Wednesday, Sept. 15, and continued to Saturday 
evening the 18th. The second day was rainy, 
which prevented large numbers from attending. 
The hall was filled with fruit and flowers and pre- 
seryed fruits of many kinds. Show cases filled 
with bread and cheese and butter, largely the pro- 
duct of the neighboring farmers, whose stock was 
on exhibition in the yaras outside. The show of 
vegetables was not so large as on former years, but 
the quality was an indication that the farmer's 
mind is being educated to appreciate qualities with 
less regard to size or special points of excellence 
The ploughing and trial of working oxen and 
and draught horses, the farmers’ race and the 
society race called together all who are specially 
interested in good horses.
